British 
Columbia's most important market for soft coal in 
the neighboring rtates would have been seriously cur¬ 
tailed and many miners on Vancouver Island would 
have been thrown out of employment—because the 
United States would have increased its import duty 
on our coal by a similar amount. 

This is not a situation to be considered from s 
political standpoint. It is a wholly physical condition. 
The coal warns of the west are situated in British 
Columbia and Alberta. The elates of the union 
paralleling these two provinces have not been so 
favored by Nature. To a large extent they depend 
upon the Canadian supply. They will buy it as long 
as it costs them no more than it does now. And it is 
not economically possible for British Columbia and 
Alberta to do very much business beyond a certain 
prairie point on this side, because it costs more to haul 
the coal than consumers farther east can afford to 
pay. Hence, the vital necessity of avoiding any tariff 
policy which would impair our business over the line 
on the Pacific slope. 

Ontario u ia the same position as the American 
slates that depend upon the supplies British Columbia 
and Alberta send them. That provmee is practically 
next door to the huge coal fields of Pennsylvania, 
whose products may be purchased at a much cheaper 
price than those of the Martimes—again because of 
the cost of the haul from the Canadian mores. Of 
courw, if Nature in her own scheme of things had 
contemplated the political divisions into which man 
would divide her handiwork, she might have arranged 
the coal deposits on this continent somewhat differ¬ 
ently. But she did not. so the novices who have 
come after her will have to solve their problems as 
well as they can. 

Incidentally, thin would hardly seem to be the 
time for various parts of Canada to resort to threats 
of big stick methods. True, some conditions exist 
which are only vaguely understood by many people, 
and the Snell advertisement may serve the purpose, 
to some extent, at least, of enlighten** them. But 
if practices shall be pursued that are calculated to 
engender bad feeling between the provinces, the case 
for really economically practical co-operation in the 
cause of greater interpreviacial trade must necessarily 
suffer.

P R SOME YEARS PAST THE DO- 
minion Bureau of Statistics, whom initiative in 
providing accurate statistical m formation is all loo 
seldom acknowledged, has maintained an index of 
the volume of production in Canada. Though the 
figures for recent months are not particularly pleasant 
reading—the decline from October, 1929, to Febru¬ 
ary, 1931, it 26 per cent.—upon a long view they 
can only be regarded as a memorial, to Canada’s 
vitality. From them it may be seen that during the 
ten yean between 1919 end 1929 the volume of 
production in tho Dommion was more than doubled. 
It the figures be put on a ratio scale, and a "law 
of tread" calculated. The April Review, published 
by the Bank of Nova Scotia says, we learn that 
smcc the war ended, and taking tha bad years with 
the good, the average annual increase in the volume 
of production in Canada has been 9% per cent. 

This comperes favorably with an average an¬ 
nual rate of increase amouating to 4 1-3 per cent, in 
the Federal Reserve Board's index 'of industrial pro¬ 
duction m the United Stales during the sens perred. 

When it it remembered that the years from 1920 
to 1924 were a time of almost unrelieved depression, 
so rapid an average rate of mcreaw may be regarded 
not only at a creditable evidence ef past progress, 
but as an encouragement for tha fature.
